24. (Withdrawn-currently amended) The method of claim \9 X wherein the disorder or condition is a 
neuronal hyperexcitation state, 

25. (Withdrawn-currently amended) The method of claim 1 8 4 wherein the mammal is a human. 

26. (Withdrawn-currently amended) The method of claim 1 9 4 wherein the disorder or condition is a 
disorder or condition of the central nervous system. 

27. (Withdrawn-currently amended) The method of claim 20 4 wherein the seizure disorder is 
selected from the group consisting of convulsions, epilepsy and status epileptus. 

28. (Withdrawn-currently amended) The method of claim 2\ x wherein the neuropathic or migraine 
pain disorder is selected from the group consisting of allodynia, hyperalgesic pain, phantom 
pain, neuropathic pain related to diabetic neuropathy and neuropathic pain related to migraine. 

29. (Withdrawn-currently amended) The method of claim 22 4 wherein the anxiety disorder is 
selected from the group consisting of anxiety, generalized anxiety disorder, panic anxiety, 
obsessive compulsive disorder, social phobia, performance anxiety, post-traumatic stress 
disorder, acute stress reaction, adjustment disorders, hypochondriacal disorders, separation 
anxiety disorder, agoraphobia, specific phobias, anxiety disorder due to general medical 
condition and substance-induced anxiety disorder. 

30. (Withdrawn-currently amended) The method of claim 23 x wherein the neurodegenerative 
disorder is selected from the group consisting of Alzheimer's disease, Huntington's chorea, 
multiple sclerosis, amyotrophic lateral sclerosis, AIDS-induced encephalopathy and other 
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infection related encepha l opath i es be i ng caused by rub e lla viruses, h e rp es v i rus e s, borr e lia and 
by unknown pathogens , a non-AIDS-induced encephalopathy, Creutzfeld- Jakob disease, 
Parkinson's disease, and a trauma-induced neurodeeeneration neurodogcnorations .
